Led 
by Bob‘by Gilham, Who returped , 
to the form that made him an 
all-star player laat year, the 
Buff turned the game into a 
rout and coasted to victory. 

Gilham scored 17 points and hit • 
the basket from every possible an- 
gle. ^ But his perfdrmance was not 
enough to overshadow hia team- 
mates; every one played a great 
gante. Minus their two star play- 
ers, 'Joe Comer and Mat^ Zunlc, tha 
Colonials plpyed the' game with a 
great handicap. Comer sprained an 
ankle early In the game and nbver 
returned to action. Zunlc went out 
on four personal fouls at the be- 
ginning of the second half. ' 

Ned Irish, promoter of the New 
York Madison Square Qarden Toui> 
nament, Everett Morris, president 
of the New York sports writers, 
Asa Bushnell^ head of the Eastern 
Athletic Association, and a group 
of New York sports writers, wit- 
nessed the game. A win over 
Georgetown tomorrow night would 
apparently assure the Colonials of 
an invitation to the New York post- 
season tourney.

, -Concurrent with debate en Cap- 
itol Hill, Gongreu considered a bill 
for aid to England through the In- 
strumentalities of loan and lease, 
which was voted down by a mar- 
gin of one vote. The bill finally 
passed called for the limiting of 
profits In war industrial to eight 
•per rent, the retention of all civil 
liberties, certain penalties on man- 
ufactufers who do not comply with 
labor' regul&tlons. government op- 
eration of war industries which do 
not cooperate .with the defense pro- 
gram, uniform requirements for 
draift exemption, a separate air 
force, and the addition of a Secre- 
tary of Aviation to the presidential 
cabinet 

McKooI’s war resolution was In- 
troduced after action on the De- 
fense committee's report, and after 
. a- lengthy refutation by Roye 
Lowry, was voted down. 

At ; last Wednesday's meeting, 

Daniel Putfeld's National Defense 
committee reported a slx-tltle bill. 

Two measures were voted out— 
endorsement of the draft, and pro- 
vision for the lending or leasing of 
war materials to Great Britain, 
with possessions or investments In 
America to tbe put up for security. 

The latter title was eliminated only 
after a volatile denouncement by 
Jesse Pavis (Pr.) and threo ballois. 

The section reading, “l^ftts In 
any war Industry shall be limited 
to eight per cent on any national 
defense contract.” was contested at 
length, with Harvey Goldberg (Pr.) 
declaring that the figure of eight 
per cent dies ridiculous, that this 
would run Into many millions of 
dollars of undesirable profits to be 
derived from our national pro- 
gram. 

The bill as finally passed follows: 

Title I— Labor and National De- 
fense. No patlonal defense con- 
tracts are to be let to any manu- 
facturer or company not complying 
with the regulations of the NLRA. 

Plants of non-compilers are to 
be taken over by the Federal Gov- 
ernment In the ln1;eresta of national 
defense and operated for duration 
of the crisis.

• A FEW CHERRY TREIES ago the Student Congress was de- 
scribed as, "A monthly assembly of a hundred egomaniacs locked 
in a nH;m with a national issue to play with.

makes the Student Congress much 
more analogous to the one on the 
Hill than It has ever been formerly.

When two boxers once put on a 
good scrap an encore is usually in 
order. The same general principle 
applies to lei^slation in the Con- 
gress. At the first meeting of the 
year a proposal was debated on the 
subject of th* United States enter- 
ing the war; white the measure was 
defeated the scrap it entailed was 
terrific, so at the next meeting, this 
same plank was dusted off and saw 
daylight once more, and for the sec- 
ond time hid the daylights knocked 
out of it 

There was present "some'lnnoeent 
soul who wished to know, "Is there 
anyjchahce of me obtaining a seat 
in the congress?" Three hundred 
empty seats yswned their welcome 
to the new member,, snd the party 
leadei^ being struck by love at first 
sight, out-did themselves trying to 
secure him for their very own. 

After numerous views on an ex- 
tremely controversial issue had 
been expressed one member rose to 
lead the multitude out of the Land 
of Confusion by xnofibstly stating, 

"Gentlemen, there is Just ONE way 
to look at this . . ."

Two Basketball Stars 
Two basketball stars, in the per- 
sons of Eddie Amendola and Joe 
Comer, will be recruited to mound 
duty following the end of the court 
season.

• THERE ARE THREE pUjvrs who will flnish their collegiate 
basketball careers on Bill Relnhart’i quint against Georgetown 
tomorrow night and in their last year of competition they may 
ftilflll a dream that nearly became a reality in their freshman 
year at the University. Joe Comer, Lou Veltri, and Eddie Amen- 
dola were members, of the .Colonial frosh five in 1938 when the 
varsity team nearly received a Madison Square 
Garden bid only to be cruelly disappointed. 

That was the year that a team headed by 
Tommy O’Brien and Jack Butterwo/th compiled 
■ record of 12 wlna and 3 losses before the New 
‘‘ gn York conunlttee announced its selectiona for the 
post-season fray. The record that season in- 
eluded two victories over Loyola of Chicago and 
was marred by one defeat at the hands of Long 
Island University. This same Long Island team 
probably robbed the Colonials of their chance in 
Bill Umsteid the Garden by canceling a return game sched- 
uled for Tech gym. The Colonials were ruled a favorite for the 
return clash as they were in the midst of a long winning streak. 
But the week before the game the L. I. U. athletic director sent 
Max Farrington a telegram asking that the game be called off 
because of Long Island schedule difficulties. 

The Long Island student newspaper in i tribute to Dolly King, 
graduating negro star, stated last week that the game here in 1938 
had been cancelled because the Colonials refused to play against 
a negro player. 1 don’t know which reason is the true one, but 
the fact remains that the Colonials were probably taken for a ride 
by the Blackbird officials. 

Maybe that’s why Bill Reinhart isn’t particularly fond of the 
idea of playing the Blackbirds in a poSt-season game in New York. 
That case might easily arise if the Colonials receive a Garden bid 
for the L. I. U. quint is already certain of an invitation to the tour- 
ney. I believe that the University’s post-season hopes lie more 
with the N. C. A. A. tournament rather than with the New York 
proposal. A trip to the N. C. A. A. tourney would do far more to 
further collegiate athletic relations for the University than the 
Ned Irish promotion in the big city. Victories in the flnal two 
games of the year would bring the Buff invitations to either tour- 
nament. 

'That’s the problem that laces the three men who finish their 
careers foi Reinhart tomorrow night. If they can win those two 
games they will be getting revenge for what everyone here con- 
siders a raw deal in 1938. A'deifeat by St. John’s last night would 
have knocked the Colonials out of the chance for a Garden bid, 
but the beys would still be in the 'running for the collegiate affair 
if they can get by Georgetown. Regardless of the results.'you can 
bet that no players will try harder than the Colonial seniors in 
tomorrow night’s game.
